We oppose the exten- 
sion of tMs inaular system to any colonies 
that ve have acquirocli or hereafter may 
acquire, and favor, as we always have 
favorffj, the widest freedom of trade. 
It is folly to think of securing1 foreign 
markets, unless we are willing to trade 
with foreign countries. Especially* do 
we denounce the Chicago platform for 
Its virtual abandonment of this great 
and time-honored principle. 


"The doctrirad of free silver Is an ex- 


tension of the protective principle. Free 
coinage is the protection of a few silver 
mint; owners at the exp-ense of our labor- 
ing1 classes. This policy, were it adopt- 
ed, would rob the workers of half their 
earnings, and by unsettling values wouldi 
bring about a paralysis of trade and 
commerce, and reduce us financially to 
the level of barbarous and uncivilized 
nations. We are unreservedly for the 
single gold standard, and oppose inter- 
national bimeta'isrn. so called, as both 
impracticable and undesirable. We be- 
lieve that the theory of one standard, 
and the selection of gold as that stand- 
ard, has been struck off in the mint of 
human experience aa the result of a 
elowly developed ana beneficent evolu- 
tion in civilization. We protest against 
the pollution of the Democratic party by 
alliances with those financial declara- 
tions that are at war with its old and tru« 
creed. 


"With the situation as it exists in some 


of the various states, we have no prov- 
ince to Interfere. The national Demo- 
crats of each state must solve their local 
problems in such a way as may seem to 
them most likely to insure the triumph* 
of the principles for which the national 
organization stands, and to tjie main 
tenance of which it is solemnly pledged.

John G. Sparks, is of course cast for 
the role of a prosperous and shrewd 
Irishman, who is able to outwit every- 
body but the star, and that naturally 
tvould never do. Ignacio Martlnettl, al- 
wayjj a capable actor, is well fitted with 
the role of an anarchist, who, to prove 
the depth of his devotion for one of the 
gentler sejc, declares in an impassioned 
manner that he would even go to work 
for her. The women, who In an Irwin 
farce are usually simply backgrounds 
for the star, are all pretty and are, be- 
sides, able to act. 


Mme. PIlar-Morin plays a Japanese 


girl in English with a very slight 
French accent. This lady, who has no 
superior m the world as a pantomimic 
artiste and who will be remembered as 
the original exponent of the title role 
of "I/Enfant Prodigue" in this city at 
Daly's theater, is absolutely wasted in 
"Katp Kip, Buyer."' Indeed her little 
specialty, which might be well received 
In an entertainment of a different na- 
ture, scarcely "gets a hand." The au- 
thor of the play. Glen MacDonough, 
seems to have once more struck bis 
ijalt as a writer of farce. 


I had a talk the othar day with Mr. 


Albert Mellcn, the secretary of the 
James R. Waite Amusement company, 
anent the theory that the repertory and 
local stock companies will shortly cease 
to exist as influential phases of the 
amusement catering business of the 
country. Of course this is the opinion 
of scarcely any one exoppt the few man- 
agers who find that these organizations 
are interfering with their buccaneering 
practice of sending bad plays aut with 
poor casts, but the papers have given 
Co much space to the subject lately that 
the views of "the other side," so to 
speak, ought to be of interest. 


Mr. Mftilen Informs me that the Waite 


company has been organized with a 
capital of f 200,000 *»nd that it is its pur- 
pose to put on the road a number of 
companies In addition to those which 
are now successfully touring the coun- 
try. Only the beat of the metropolitan 
nils wnl be presented, and an the prices 
will continue to be from 10 to 30 cents 
and the companies are to be made up, 
as at present, of capable actors he be- 
lieve* that the success hitherto achieved 
will be as a drop in th« bucket to that 
whfeh the future holds. 


.A nha*e of the Waite company which 


Will be a novelty is the installation In 


this arrangement there will be several 
weeks devoted to the rehearsal oi" each 
play instead of one week only, as is the 
rule at present with local stock organi- 
zations, and the productions will of ne- 
cessity be correspondingly improved. 


Waite has already made a fortune !n 


the presentation of opera and drama at 
cheap puces in most of the smaller cit- 
ies, and as he is an exceptionally shrewd 
man it is more than probable that there 
is something in this latest development 
of his pet hobby. At any rate, there are 
several Imitators already In the field, 
which would seem to indicate that there 
arc those who are of the opinion that 
"repertory" and "stock" are very far 
from being dead issues. 


Henry Arthur Jones, perhaps the most 


crafty of the British playwrights from 
the standpoint of stage effects, after an 
absence of a couple of years Is again 
prominently represented at the Empire 
theater in this city, where John Drew 
is presenting his latest satirical comedy, 
"The Ijiars." The Empire has always 
been a lucky house for Jones, and somi 
of his work has there received better 
treatment than, in the opinion of many 
good, judges, it deserved. If there ia 
the slightest excuse for a problem, Jones 
is certain to ram one into his play. All 
sorts of questions which are supposed 
to b« tabooed in polite society are more 
or less boldly treated by this shrewd 
stage purveyor, who realizes that there 
are certain people who seem to imagine 
that patronage of plays In which pro- 
scribed subjects are introduced ia an 
evidence of "knowing the world." They 
like to be considered "blase," and there- 
in, aside from the undoubted ability of 
Mr. Jones in a certain line, will be 
found the secret of the greater portion 
of the success which has come to htm 
since he adopted play c&rpentry as a 
profession. 


The "problem" In "The Liars" ap- 


pears to be the question of the extent of 
the culpability of a wife and her lover, 
who hnv*» not artiiwllv bppnrnp ^titlnTvs 
from society simply because the oppor- 
tunity ban not presented itself. They 
are not ashamed of their conduct, or, 
rather, misconduct, and only regret that 
circumstances have, conspired to keep 
them ostensibly respectable In spite of 
themselves. As in all of Jones' plays, 
the dialogue In "The Liars" U snappy 
and bright. There aro numerous epi- 
grammatic retorts in which th* el«- 


of the type ot "The Liars" and "The 
Conquerors" it is idle to expect man- 
agers to present those which appeal to 
the better aide of human nature ex- 
clusively. 


The recent scenic revival of Broneon 


Howard's "Shenandoah." which, by the 
way, is playing to enormous receipts in 
nearly every city visited, has served 
once more to call attention to a young 
actress who Is certain to make her 
mark in the theatrical world. That she 
has not already done so In most em- 
phatic manner Is a matter of surprise 
to those who take pleasure In watching 
the careers of promising beginners. Not 
that Miss Mary Hampton, the lady in 
question, is a beginner. She has had a 
long and varied stage experience, but 
she has also been unfortunate in not 
having been given the opportunity to 
shine in the only field from which it 
seems to be the general impression that 
stars can properly come—the city of 
New York. I saw Miss Hampton in 
Viola Allen's part in "Sowing the Wind" 
a couple of years ago, and, while she did 
not in any sense imitate the original, 
she gave a performance which for 
strength and "clear-cut-ness" of inter- 
pretation was really remarkable. 


It was then predicted that it would be 


only a matter of a short time before 
Miss Hampton would be a member of

one of the prominent stock companies 
of this city. Indeed when Miys Allen 
withdrew from the Empire theater to 
enter the stellar firmament it ia prob- 
able that nine out of every ten critics 
in this city thought that her successor 
would be Mtfis Hampton. Instead, Mr. 
Charles Frohman saw fit to go to Lon- 
don after Miss Jessie Milward, the lady 
who waa so long associated in melo- 


man forces was of the opinion that Miss 
Adams' tour would prove satisfactory 
in a financial as well as in an artistic 
sense, but no ona had the~slightest idea 
that she would so completely take the 
country by storm. At one Wednesday 
matinee at the Hollis Street theater, In 
Boston, she played to more than $1,300, 
and the takings for a week have seldom 
been less than 511,000. Her receipts in 
Boston were heavier than those of 
either Bernhardt or Irving, both of 
whom advanced the prices of admis- 
sion, while Miss Adams did not. 


Mr, Hayman 
further Informed me 


that the profits on Misa Adams' aeaaon 
In New York city last year were In the 
neighborhood of $175,000. These are his 
figures, of course, not mine, but she 
certainly was a phenomenal success 
and must have made a lot of money. 


And, when one stops to think'of it, this 


Is not-so bad for a girl who-ft little 
more than half a dozen years ago would 
probably have been delighted to accept 
an offer of a life position on the stage at 
very much less than $100 a week. 


It Is doubtful whether New York has 


ever had a season in which there were 
so many early successes as the present 
one. There has not yet been a single 
unqualified failure in this city, and there 
have been many emphatic successes. 
In addition to "The Little Corporal," In 
which Francis Wilson is delighting large 
audiences at the- Broadway theater, ono 
of the most notable hits is Alice Niel- 
sen, the newest comic operatic star, 
who is doing splendidly at Wallack's In 
"The Fortune Teller," the book of which 
Is by Harry B. Smith, who is also re- 
sponsible for the Wilson piece. 


Mr. Frank L. Perley, the manager of 


Miss Nielsen, declares that if he can 
make the necessary arrangements his 
star will not have to leave New York 
this season, but as Miss Julia Arthur 
Is to follow Miss Nielsen at Wallack's 
and as the time at most of the other 
first class houses is fully booked it la 
difficult to see how he CP* ho~<» *« ac- 
complish this result. 


THE CHAMPIONSHIP.

The baseball season of isos is over. ' 


In spite of the depressing influence of 
the late war it has been one ot the 
must interesting races for the National 
league pennant in recent years. 
For 


one thine, It was the long&Bt schedule 
in the history of the association; sec- 
ondly, the leading clubs have been with- 
in a few points of each, other most of 
the time and the winner waa not posi- 
tively known until the last week cf the 
race. 
Consequently public interest in 


the contest was not allowed to lla£, 
but remained on, the edge up to the very 
last. 


On the 15th of April the opening games 


were played, so that for six months the 
fans have had opportunities to witness 
their favorite sport. 


The season had its ups and downs for 


all the clubs. 
Each started in with 


springtide's hope and confident that the 
process of "strengthening the team" 
would at last lead within sight at least 
of the promised land when the autumn 
leaves began to fall. Last year Boston 
managed to get the pennant away from 
the Baltimores by the narrow margin of 
13 points, having won 93 games to the 
Orioles' 90 and lost 39 aa against 40 de- 
feats for the Baltimore nine. Hanlon's 
team had held the pennant for three 
seasons previous to this, and Boston 
had also won the flag the same number 
of times since 1892, when the present 
National league agreement wag signed. 
Thus this year there was a sort of 
rubber between them for the famous 
trophy. 


The Boston team did not start out 


very brilliantly this season, and on 
April 24 were eighth on the list, with a 
record of three games won and four 
lost. From that point, however, they 
began steadily to climb, with varying 
fortune, nearer and nearer the top of 
the list. On the 1st of May they had 
reached the first division, being sixth, 
ivith a record of six games won and five 
lost and a percentage of .545. 


Cincinnati, the 
club which 
badly 


wanted the pennant this year, was lead- 
ing at this time, with Baltimore second. 
The Queen City team ably defended its 
position at the top of the heap for the 
greater part of the season, but at last 
succumbed to the inevitable strain of a 
long season and of being pitted against 
teams containing players who could bet- 
ter stand the racket. 


By the 1st of June the standing of 


the clubs had greatly changed. Cincin- 
nati was still in the lead, being over 100 
points ahead of Cleveland, which -was in 
second place; Boston had clambered In- 
to the third notch, more than 180 points 


until Wednesday. Aug. 17, the Cincin- 
nati;; had maintained thtir lead, al- 
though by that time Boston had climb- 
ed tne heisliis to a piactu-ai tic, ar> on 
that date these clubs stood- Cincinna i. 
won 67. lost 3G. pprcenia#e .CoO'i; Boston, 
won i!5, lost ^.", percentage .ijSOO. Ab it 
was on the 17th of Juno Unit the cham- 
pions jumped into second place, ii took 
them exactly one month to \vrest the 
leadership from the Cmcinnacis. 


Just about this time the strain under 


which thp Cincinnati players had boon 
to maintain the lead began to tell upon 
them. They were playing a series with 
the New Yorks, and the slump m bat- 
ting shown by them was pitiful to wit- 
ness. It helped the Bean Eaters to cinch 
their hold on the first place, though—a 
fact of which they wei e not slow to 
avail themselves. Baltimore was also 
making a game struggle to redeem her 
lost laurels and from this point on was 
a very prominent factor m the struggle. 


On the 25th of August the Baltimores 


administered a defeat to the Cincinnati 
and at the same time deprived them ot 
second place. The next day Cincinnati 
whitewashed the Orioles and regained 
her position. 


On the first day of September the 


three leading clubs were within iivs 
points of each other, the score being as 
follows: Boston, .634; Baltimore, .C^O; 
Cincinnati, .629. They were now on the 
home btretch, and the winner seemed 
certain to be one of them, though Cleve- 
land, with a score of .589, was still in 
the running. 


The Boston team was still ahead by a 


comfortable margin on Oct. 1, and the 
next three were strung out somewhat 
by this time. They stood as follows: 
Boston, .676; Baltimore, .650: Cincinnati, 
.599; Cleveland, .562. Unless the very 
unexpected happened the pennant was 
safely Boston's by this time, as only the 
loss of nearly every game on their part 
and a corresponding bunch of victories 
by Baltimore could snatch the leader- 
ship from them. The unexpected did not 
happen, and the Bean Eaters are again 
the winners of the race. 


The champions have won their well 


deserved laurels by the strongest kind 
of away from home work during the 
whole season and by playing consistent 
ball at all times. 


The Orioles were upheld In their 


sipge by the offer of $5,000 to the play- 
ers by their manager and president, 
Ed Hanlon, and they would have well 
deserved the money had they won. On 
the othor hand, the Bostons had no 
such incentive to spur them on, but the 
true idea of sportsmanship is so deeply 
imbued in their hearts and minds that
